United Nations Conferenvé-—on 
International Organization at San Francisco, 
One is the bill to renew the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act—which expired on June 12 
-—and the other is the Bretton Woods Agree- 
ment. Both have a distinct bearing on the 
future economic peace of the world, without 
which, of course, the proceedings in the city 
by the Golden Gate would losé much of their 
meaning and effeetiveness, 

After its approval by the House of Rep- 
resentatives the Trade Agreements Act ran 
up against bitter opponents in the finance 
committee of the Senate—who proceeded 
to cut the heart out of it by a single vote. 
Senator Robert Taft of Ohio took the tra- 
ditional Republican stand that further reduc- 
tion in the American tariff would endanger 
American industry by admitting, in com- 
petition with its products, cheap. foreign 
goods. produced by low-paid labor. The 
administration's answer to this contention 
was’ emphatic—that any disadvantage on 
this score would be more than offset by 
increased American production to supply 
the ‘€xport market trade. Its argument 
naturally found support in the nation’s peace- 
time experience bétween 1934 and 1939. Mr. 
Cordell Hull sponsored this legislation in 
1934. In that period American exports to 
countries with which the Unitéd States. had 
negotiated agreements under the original 
Act had increased twice as much as sales 
to countries with which no agreements 
existed.. But Senator Taft and those who 
agreed with him won their point.

Recalls Odd History 


A BOUT 470 miles of the coast- 
“"~ line of North Borneo invaded | 
by Australian forces is taken up | 
by the State of Sarawak, an in- | 
dependent state under British 
protection 
The rule of the Brooke family | 
jover Sarawak originated in 1839 
when James Brooke visited the 
Rajah of Sarawak on a mission | 
from the Governor of Singapore, 
| At that time the Sultan of Brunei 
ruled over all northwest Borneo, | 
and had appointed his newphew 
to order in Sarawak, | 
where considerable unrest ex- 
isted. The Rajah of Sarawak 
asked James Brooke to assist 
him In 1841, finding that 
Brooke needed greater authority 
for his assistance to be effective, 
he offered him the post of Rajah.- 
The new Rajah of Sarawak was | 
recognized the following. year. 
URING NEXT.TWO years the | 
Royal Navy assisted Rajah | 
| Brooke in clearing the coast of | 
Malay and other pirates. Rajah 
Brooke retired to England in 1863 | 
and his nephew, Charles John- 
ston, who took.the name of 
Brooke, succeeded him as Rajah. 
In 1864 Britain recognized Sara 
wak as an independent state and 
in 1888 made an agreement with 
Rajah Brooke by..which Sarawak | 
came under British protection. 
Britain was given authority to 
control foreign relations and to 
determine any disputes as to suc- 
cession, but was not to interfere 
in internal administration. At 
the time of the Japanese in- 
vasion Sir Charles Vyner Brooke 
was the Rajah, having succeeded 
his father in 1917. 


| 1941 Rajah Brooke declared 
his intention of establishing a 

constitution, but the final form 
had not been settled by the time 
Sarawak was occupied by the 
Japanese. The country was di- 
vided into five administrative di 
visions with headquarters at 
Kuching. There was a supreme 
council. composed of two senior 
European officials in the state 
service, and five leading Malays. 
The" state civil service consisted | 
of both Buropean-and Malay ad} 
ministrative officials | 

The population was estimated 
in 1937 at 442,900, and composed | 
of Malays, Sea Dyaks, Land 
Dyaks, Kayans, Kenyahs, Mi!- 
lanos and about 100,000 Chinese, 
There were about 390 Europeans 
as well as some British Indians, 
Japanese and Javanese. The capi- 
tal and largest town is Kuching, |

} outcome sof the San Francisco 
World Security Congress was ex- 
| pressed.by..Hon. L. Dana Wil- 
gress, Canadian ambassador. to 
Russia, in Victoria today to ad- 
dress the Canadian Club on 
“Canada and the Soviet Union.” 
In an interview he discounted 
|talk of a break-up of friendly 
relations between the Soviet 
| Union and the other™members 
|of the Big Three, pointing out 
that the Soviet had proved con- 
clusively her desire and intention 
jo. .co-operate sincerely in the 
world security organization for 
lasting peace. 

“The new organization has lots 
of experience on which to call, 
and will ‘be able to avoid the 
} faults and pitfalls of the. old 
League of Nations,” he” said. 
“Our new organization will be 
builton the idealism of — the 
League Of Nations, but with the 
realism dictated by experiences 
of the last 25 years.” 

The ambassador had little com- 
ment to make on the troubled 
Polish situation but expressed 
confidence in its speedy and 
peaceful settlement, as represen- 
tatives “of the Big Three are 
meeting in Moscow at the present 
time to draw up plans as out- 
lined by the Yalta Conference 
for a Polish government that 
would be acceptable to all 
RECONSTRUCTION PROBLEM 

The great problem that is fac 
ing the Russian people now 
one of reconstruction and of get 
ting their devastated fields and 
factories back into production-to 
| feed and house themselves, Mr. 
| Wilgress said, and they ate con- 
centrating first on repairing fac- 
tories that are repairable and on 
getting the .cropé planted, .while 
the housing and other factories 
that were razed to the ground 
will have to wait until more men 
are available. 

For instance, he related, the 
large tractor factory in. Stalin- 
grad is back in production and 
almost up to its prewar level, but 
the workers are housed in tem- 
porary shelters or in the base 
ments of the ruined houses of 
the fortress city. “It may be 
more than a year before anything 
like adequate housing can be put 
up for them,” he said.

Every daywwe see men wearing 
collars and ties, Usually the 
collar is “soft” or “gemi-soft” and 
the tle is almost always of the 
kind known as’a “four-in-hand.” 
| If we did not have pictures 
jfrom the past to’ look at, .we 
| might suppose that men always 
have worn such neckwear. ‘ The 
fact, however, is that there have 
been many changes with the 
| passing of the centuries. In my 
}own lifetime I have seen the 
| change from the heavily-starched, 
j masse collar to the softer kind 
}now common. I remember strug- 
[gles ‘with coltr ‘battons, which

| In the days of Queen Elizabeth, 
|mgn of fashion did not wear col- 
lars or ties of the modern kind.

Ruffs were collars made from

The largest ones were in fashion | 


about the year 1582, and they 
Lgaiged the nickname of “cart- 
wheels.” Ruffs of one kind or 
another were in favor in Great 
Britain after Elizabeth died, 
through the reigns of James I, 
Charles I and Charles TI. Ladies, 
as well as gentlemen, wore these 
starched neckplieces. Some lead- 
ers of fashion, however, chose 
broad, white collars’ to “adorn 
| their necks. 

Two hundred years ago, the 

|ruffs had been given up, and a 
| fashionable man was likely to 
} wear a ribbon around his neck.

Early in the past century, men

Persons at least sixteen years old wishing to leave Canada 
to seek or enter employment, even temporarily, STILL 
need Labour Exit Permits, unless*they are in an. exempt, 


class. 


‘Labour Exit Permits are issued by Employment Offices. 
Apply at the nearest Employment Office. 


Persons leaving Canada on a bona fide business trip, or 
on a vacation, or on a social visit or call do not require 


Labour Exit Permits. 


For example, persons going to the United States for @ 
short visit br vacation or business trip do not require 
Labour Exit Permits. 


Persons not. requiring Labour Exit Permits includé 
among others members of dramatic or athletic organiza- 
tions leaving temporarily to perform outside of Canada; 
ministers of religion and commercial travellers. 


Any one in doubt as to Labour Exit Permit requirements 
should consult the nearest Employment Officer who will 
issue a Certificate of Exemption where appropriate, 


Customs Ojficers at border points have instructions to 
insist that each person leaving Canada shall either produce 
a Labour Exit Permit or prove that such @ permit is not 
tiecessary.
